WASHINGTON (AP) — Administration offi¬ 
cials heard with dismay late Saturday night the news 
of the apparent coup by opponents of South Vietna¬ 
mese Premier Nguyen Khanh. 

High State Department officers connected with 
Southeast Asian affairs hurried to their offices to 
read incoming dispatches from Saigon and to con¬ 
sider how the big U.S. program to help stamp out 
guerrillas might be affected. 

The news was particularly bad for U.S. strate¬ 
gists because they have been counting on Khanh to 
lead South Viet Nam into a mew stable political sit¬ 
uation allowing more effective prosecution against 
the Communist Viet Cong insurgents. 

This U.S. conclusion was re¬ 
inforced this week during top 
level consultations with Ambas¬ 
sador Maxwell D. Taylor. Voic¬ 
ing a confidence in Khanh't 
leadership and predicting event¬ 
ual victory against the Commu¬ 
nists, Taylor left for Saigon late 
Thursday after four days’ con¬ 
sultation with President John¬ 
son. senior executive branch 
officials and congressional 
leaden. « 

Gen. Taylor, en route back to 
Viet Nam from Washington, was 
In Honolulu when he learned of 
the reported coup.

Omens of Change 

r T'HE LISTENING POST, a news dipest of the , 

Canadian Federation of Mayors and Muntrtptt#* 
tie», haa taken note of • ominous' 1 word* spoken about 
municipal changes ahead. If ominous in this instance 
means Inauspicious, not everyone will agree with the 
description. But there can be no doubt that the words 
in question are indicative of a trend in governmental 
thought that can be seen ai menacing by councils 
jealous of their local authority and the many rate¬ 
payers 'more concerned .with today's taxes than j 
tomorrow’* problems. 

The remarks to which The Listening Post has ! 
called attention came from Dr. Lome R. Cumming. 
deputy minister of municipal affairs of Ontario, and 
Mr. Pierre lAporte, minister of municipal affairs of 
Quebec. 

Dr. Cumming “toki assembled mayors and reeves 
In Sudbury in June that there is an unmistakable trend 
toward larger units of municipal administration. lie 
drew attention to the New Brunswick Byrne report 
which had recommended that several major functions 
of municipal government should be taken over by the 
province. He implied that only larger units of local 
government could be financially and operationally 
effective and that only in terms of larger areas could 
home rule be preserved." 

Mr. Laporte "attacked what he described as 'a 
false notion of municipal autonomy’.” 

“ ‘We must,' he said, 'break down this wall of 
egoism which divides too many municipalities against 
each other. The feeling of belonging to a community, 
to a clan, is legitimate. It leads to the virtue of 
patriotism ... but it can quickly change Itself Into a 
narrow-minded regionalism, which we know as muni¬ 
cipal separatism'.” 

The same way of senior-government thinking is 
well established in Britain, where It Is being turned 
into disputatious action. The Times, commenting on 
tha difficulties of the Local Government Boundary 
Commission, observes that the argument about the 
shape, size, purpose and functions of local authorities 
is likely to become more intense, "for local government 
in. as the planners put it, efficient and convenient units 
will have much to do right across the board of planning 
and building in the next twenty years.” 

Dispaasionately It notes that the councils of small 
local units are usually 1 sble to ftnd an impressive set of 
argument! for not being absorbed. (And those it dies 
are all familiar in Greater Victoria.) That a council 
representing so small a population as some do can 
bluntly refuse to negotiate about amalgamation, it 
Bays, may appear ludicrous; 'It could on the other 
hand betoken a vigor which local government in gen¬ 
eral can Hi afford to loae." 

But. It concludes, "the ml teat Is efficiency. 
It is on that that the small local authorities must, in 
the end, be judged.” 

it is In the context of this growing belief at the 
national level in the United Kingdom and at the pro¬ 
vincial level in Canada in a need for larger units of 
local administration to handle effidently the problems 
of developing regions that the plan of B.C.’s municipal 
affairs minister for a "mini-metro” system for the 
southern end of Vancouver Island must be viewed 
If It.can be worked out in detail to general satisfac¬ 
tion. it can provide for the common good on a broad 
basis while retaining a large measure of local autonomy 
in the municipalities as they now exist. 

If on the other hand it Is discarded, the trend now 
Jn evidence will be so much the more ominous—in the 
evil sense—to thoee who cling to the idea of what Mr. 
Laporte called municipal separatism.

L AST TUESDAY the city of New York quietly 
celebrated its 300th birthday. The Waldorf 
Aatoria baked two cakes for the occasion and com¬ 
memorative speeches were made on the spot where 
Colonel Richard, Nicolls first unfurled the Union Jack 
over Manhattan. 

The celebration only marked the 300th anniver¬ 
sary a# the day New York took its present name. Some 
twenty yean before the date observed Dutch aettlers 
lived there and called it Nieuw Amsterdam. 

Their leader. Director General Peter Minuet had 
earlier purchased the whole of Manhattan Island from 
its Indian residents for 324 worth of beads and cloth. 
Today in this richest, loftiest and brashest city of them 
all this specific event has attained the stature of a 
legend, and is still conceded by its commercial gentry 
to be the finest stroke of business ever done on thie 
continent.

And these things are working against you. 

• Most credit card issuers have your signature tieneath

the card, until Ihe company receives written notice that the 
card is k*l or stolen. 

• The general puri>oee credit card companies are the 
quickest to want your scalp if a crook misuses your card. 
They want your cash, not your future credit. These are the 
cards good for anything from a haircut to 10 suits of clothes 
—the expensive cards.

There has been some carping since the Toronto Maple 
Treats announced that they were moving their Western 
Hockey League franchise from Denver and setting up shop 
rt Memorial Arena. But most of It has come from the 
chronic caries, ami many of them are likely to be num¬ 
bered among Memorial Arena fans before the season Is loo 
lar along. 

There has been some criticism of a ticket price structure 
which has the best seats priced at three dollars and other 
critics are withholding their support because they have 
chosen to believe that this may be only a one-season effort 
and that Victoria will soon be without a club once more.

We sit still for a 
three-dollar top at theatre television of football games at 
which f*n« are forced to listen to nagging commercials and 
we will pay less for our hockey than fans in Seattle. Port¬ 
land, San Francisco and Loa Angeles, where arenas are all 
at least twice the capacity of ours. 

As for Victoria Maple Leafs being no more than a one- 
sea ion shot this Is something that is possible but why there 
should be any fretting about that is difficult to understand. 
We all hope, and there Is reason, that it will be for longer 
than that but, surely, one season is better than no season at 
all. Fans pay on a per-game basis and. presumably, if they 
return for the next game, they feel they got value received.

LONDON (CP) - Prime Min¬ 
ister IXwglas-Hpmp Scored what 
aptieared to be a big victor} by 
evading the political hot seat 
over S»xithem Rhixiesia but he 
was ui*taged publicly by I-alxii 
leader ilamld Wilson's bkick- 
buster election platform -that 
promised to revolutionize 
Britain. 

London's evening dai lies 
Splashed Wilson's election man¬ 
ifesto under such titles as 
“Harold's new Britain 1 ' while 
tucking Into inside |tages the 
Rhodesian agreement under 
which Rhodesian Premier Ian 
Smith barked away from threats 
to declare the colony's indriien- 
denre without Britain's consent. 

The Rhodesian agreement was 
a political triumph for Douglas- 
Home. whose government faces 
a neck-and-neck struggle against 
I-alior In a general election 
expected to take place Oct. 15.

Smith maintained the 
Rhodesian majority wants inde- 
liendence under the existing way 
of life., Douglas-Home |>ub)icly 
challenged that statement ami 
blbntly demanded "show me." 

Smith accepted that independ- 
ence would have to be haw'd on 
the "general consent" of South¬ 
ern Rhodesia's jopulntion. 

The newspaper treatment of 
the two events emphasized the 
main concern of the voter in 
Britain. 

Wilson promised to change the 
school system, clamp down on 
soaring land and housing prices, 
increase social security benefits, 
lower interest rates and expand 
industry nationalization.

Of less concern to London's 
papers was Wilson's foreign 
proposals — to revitalize the 
Commonwealth, stop building 
Britain's lnde|»endent nuclear 
power, get Communist Chinn 
into the United Nations and f*jr- 
sue more peaceful co-existence 
between East and West. 

Even the Conservative-minded 
Evening News gave Wilson's 
manifesto top play with the 
Labor quotr: "A new way of life 
that will stir our hearts."

BORON III N4»KR (M.McL., Saanich- 
lont—Those corky brown spots in the 
flesh of your apples la probably due to 


a sport jitt of the mineral boron in your 
soil. This can be corrected by feeding 
a little common borax, but this must lie 
dime v e ry oywfuUy, fur an ovenkuj' uf 
te>rax could pui*« your soil so nothing 
would grow. This is why Imrax is ufien 
u-**d to keep gravel driveway* tree 
Iront weeds awl grus*. 

Vo determine the dosage, put a tajie 
measure j round your apple tree one 
fi»»t almve soil level. The circumference 
in inches is divided by three to give you 
tl»* numlier of ounces of borax requtml 
Dissolve if in water at the rate of one 
num-e per gallon. 

To apply, mark out a strip two feet 
*-ide around the tree out undtr the 
outermost branch tips. Punch thl» atrip 
full of hdtes with .a crowbar, a foot apart 
each way and a foot deep 

Pour the borax solution In these 
holes, using a watering can without it* 
spout, and distributing it a* evenly as 
possible around the strip. 

If the tree Is growing In cultivated 
ground rather than in sod. It would help 


matter* to follow up the borax medica¬ 
tion with a good thick liyer of old rotted 
manure applied to tlw soil surface over 
tlie whole rooting area.

SAIGON (AP) — Four battalions of troops 
moved Into Saigon early today in a bloodless coup 
d’etat. 

The troops, spearheaded by armored units, 
were led by .Brig. Gen. Lan Van Phat, who was 
ousted last week by Premier Khanh. 

Khanh's whereabouts could not be learned. 

The troops were supported by dbsident Buddhist 
elements. 

Phat. pearing at the gates to the city, told re¬ 
porters:

The rebel troops invaded Khanh’s office and ar¬ 
rested several duty officers but found no trace of the 
premier.

the same time the Jumper fc fall- 
ins at twice that speed. 

Dangerous? No, it Isn’t, always 
providing the Jumper obeys the 
rules. 

The Parachute Club of Canada 
makes the rules, and affiliated 
clubs, like the Victoria Sky Divers, 
see to It that they are absent'd. 

A parachutist must make ten 
static line Jumps before he starts 
hia free falls. A ‘ static line' i« 
one that fcs secured to the air 
craft and trips the 'chute auto¬ 
matically. 

Of course there's a good bit to 
learn before the tyro does even 
h.s first static line Jump. The 
average person requires about 
eight hours of instruction. If. 
during that time, he does not 
show an aptitude he won’t qualify. 

“We do the teaching." Btrry 
said. “We can simulate pretty 
well all phases of Jumping exits 
from the airplane, landings, enter- 
geney procedures.” 

In a free fall main thing to re¬ 
member is to spread the arm* 
and legs and keep the back arched. 
That prevents a body lumttling in 
the air. 

“It's like dropping * bucket It 
will never fall with the open end 
down. TYte same thing applies to 
the sky diver. The moment you 
lose your postuie you get !n«o 
trouble. Sometimes a parachute 
malfunction might be caused by a 
jumper attempting to lelffc*: it 
when he's upside down. The pilot 
'chute could foul up in some 
way . ; ." 


First question that 
occurs in chatting with 
sky dicers is why? 

Apparently it isn*i 
easy to answer. 

Barry Lennard , rice- 
president of the Victoria 
Sky Diring Club, a three- 
year-old organisation 
with a dozen members, 
first sports parachute 
club on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. and anxious to ex¬ 
pand. had to ponder. 

‘•Well," he said at length, 
“there's a certain challenge." 

And. he added, its an ex¬ 
hilarating sensation. 

Apparently It's something 
like Sir Edmund Hillary's ex¬ 
planation for the “why" of 
mountain climbing. You climb 
because they’re there. So you 
fly through the sky because it’s 
there. 

Thry do. quite literally, fly, 
these young men. It s possible to 
attain s speed of 60 m; es an hour 
of forward motion, although at

But It shouldn't happen. 

There have been mi-haps when 
a parachute has ben impope* ly 
packed. Not with the Sky Divers. 
That's one of the fiiM things they 
l r, arn. They para t'eir own 
“Insurance research has shown 
that ski ting is proltab>y the m<»s»t 
dangerous sport in the matter of 
a'.cldent statistics. Mind you. even 
experienced juropcn make mis* 
takes,” Barry went* on 
“Suppose you are missing the 
drop zone for sojjse reason cr 
other. Maybe a sudder change in 
wind. Maybe a gust, or maybe 
Just a plain miscalculation. Well, 
with your arms and legs you can 
control the direction you are tra¬ 
velling in a free fall. And in the 
’chute you can alter your direc¬ 
tion, eyen get a speed of about 12 
miles an hour in the direction you 
want to travel, by manipulation 
of the canopy." 

You steer directing the air flour 
through the canopy. You've no¬ 
ticed those slits in the parachute? 
Well, they're there for a purpose. 
With your atecring line you can 
twist the canopy so that the flow 
of air alters your course. 

That hole in the top of the 
'chute? That’s not there by acci¬ 
dent either. It acts as a stabili¬ 
zer. 'And those slits, by the way,- 
are known as ‘'modifications.''

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Starving , the Old Man Wrote 


It's almut a month 


WORTH 


ago now 
that, over in New Westminster, I 
ran into Ed Williamson, ex-navy 
man and veteran B.C. policeman 
who, 30-odd years ago, was in 
charge of the police mounted 
troop. 

Retired now, he and hk wife 
Betty had just returned from a 
summer jaunt to Barkerville. It 
was while he related his impres¬ 
sions of the old gold rush town, 
that he made the remark: “They 
didn't live long in those days , did 
they? n 

Of course he’d been studying some of 
Che weathered headboards in Barkervilie’s 
pioneer cemetery, to be struck by the fact 
that death overtook so many of its earlier 
citizens before they reached 35 or 40. 

Reason □( course was simple: they suc¬ 
cumbed to maladies that today would have 
been cured, like tuberculosis, then rated high 
«a a killer. Likewlae typhoid, which they 
dubbed "mountain fever," and • thing called 
“gumboot gout," probably akin to the trench 
foot of the First World War. When It got 
to a gangrenous state, it probably took Ita 
toll. Some of course were trapped in mine 
accidents, others froae or starved to death, and 
even a few were murdered. 

Starvation In the wilderness la bad enough, 
but when it occurs close to friends and neigh¬ 
bor* It calls for a little explanation. Like the 
caae of Bob Heath who found a resting place 
In the tiny Barkerville cemetery 50 years 
after the gold rush. 

When he cashed In his chips at the age 
of 76. back In 1912. he was one of only a hand¬ 
ful of men who could claim to have seen Bar¬ 
kerville In ita riproaring heyday. 

Robert Heath, according to those who knew 
Mm In his litter days, was then still a tail, 
well set up, rather gentlemanly old English¬ 
man, who lived alene In a little shack on a 
mountainside close to Barkerville. Here he 
had pulled rocks into position to hold the soil 
for a garden, soil packed up the mountain in 
aacks. The flowers and vegetables that .re¬ 
sulted were the admiration of those who hap¬ 
pened to stray past his door. 

About a mile or so from his cabin he had 
sunk and timbered a small shaft to bedrock 
where, according to legend, he occasionally 
found a few quartz nuggets to keep the wolf 
from his door. 

Like the few remaining pioneers who 
dung to Barkerville. old Bob had an interest¬ 
ing history. Born in Chesterfield. Derbyshire. 

In 1896, he was 22 when he first arrived In 
Victoria * via New York. Panama and Cali¬ 
fornia) to become one of a group that pros¬ 
pected the Queen Charlotte Islands with 
lfajor Downle, before they hit Barkerville. 

In the years that followed he panned about 
every Cariboo creek, always returning to 
winter in Barkerville. the town whose rise and 
decline he had witnessed. 

He was, in fact, a living link with the day 
of ita birth; the day BlOy Barker made his 
strike and the "boys'* decided to christen the 
town. Gold, then $16 an ounce, was Just the 
price of a bottle of champag n e . . . and Billy 
had $17,000 to spend! 

Of course by 1912 this was all in the distant 
pact; the champagne long gone, and practically 
all the “boys," along with the bartenders and 
the dance hall girts. All were underground 
for the last time. Prom a honky tank meoca 


It was plain to be seen the old man had slowly 
starved to death. It was discovered later that 
hla mine was completely val u ele ss ; just a bluff 
to fend off charity from his neighbor! 

In keeping with hla simple code they also 
found Dunphy'a money, untouched, in hit 
pocket. Perhaps knowing death near, 

the old man figured it would pay for his bursal. 

That I came to hear recently of Robert 
Heath's story. Is in a way due to a helpful 
gentleman called Fraser Shepherd, a geolo¬ 
gist who doubles as librarian in the provincial 
department of mines. So far as I could learn 
from him. it wasn't till 20 years after Heath's 
death, that the public knew he existed: not 
until the early 30s, when Mm. Dunphy made 
his story known. 

Along with a good deal of mining history 
in Heath's biography, there’s also a lot of 
color. Especially when he recalls personal*, 
ties like “Aurora Jade” Edwards, who. when 
the depths of winter cut off Barkerville'* food 
supplies, lived on beef hides chopped up and 
boiled for soup. When he struck it rich on the 
Aurora the next spring. Jack hastened io Vic¬ 
toria, bought a 206-acre farm in .Saanich, and 
proposed to the Victoria girl of his dreams. 

She turned him down. So Jack went back 
to the Cariboo where he built a cahin 'on 
Snows hoe Mountain) and Mved for >eara a 
recluse Wrote Heath, 30 years later. "It was 
only a short time ago that I saw where he 
lived, a poor, broken down, rheumatic old 
man." 

Clothing Problem 


He wrote at accident* and ill-luck of for¬ 
tunes made and lost, with side glances at 
people like "Manure" Brown, who packed the 
inside of his gumboot* with horse manure to 
keep his feet warm! Others he knew 
fashioned their underwear out of flour *acks, 
though they made $7,000 a week’ A clue to 
why W. A J. Wilson started their first clothing 
store in Barkerville! 

Old Heath had a story sboul the first mar¬ 
ried woman to hit town. Though be «)oesn*t 
Identify her by name, apparently the Indian 
maidens figured she was tough comnetUion 
and talked Of driving her out. Anyway *ha 
arrived from Quesnel with her husband, over 
the twisting quagmire that served as a trail. In 
a carriage drawn by a pair of Jet black 
thoroughbred horses. 

Apparently she was an ambitious matron 
bound that she and her husband would make 
their fortune la quick time. They worked a 
claim together, struck it rich, and finally the 
husband took the first fruits at their luck 
(town to the San Francisco mint. However, 
what with wine, women and song, he over¬ 
stayed Ms leave and came back broke. He 
made another trip with about the same result, 
by which time wlfey got wise to his little 
weakness. Slyly, from then on, as they worked 
their claim, she set aside the richest samples 
*■ a sort of neat egg for herself. Finally, her 
husband suspecting what was afoot he de¬ 
manded to know where she had hidden the 
loot. She wouldn't tell him. so in bafflement 
he muttered something akin to a soldier's 
farewell and pulled out. 


now a sleepy little village of a hundred souls, 
with a couple of churches, a couple of stores, 
and a couple of hotels The bulk of the miners 
were now Chinese, of shorn about 300 hand- 
rocked their grizzlies along the nearby, 
boulder strewn creeks and canyons, content to 
pick up $3 to $5 a day. 

Neighboring Richfield had become a ghost 
town. The colored man who acted aa care¬ 
taker had died the year before. 

It was Into this memory -ha unted back¬ 
water that mining engineer W. F. Dunphy ap¬ 
peared one frost-bound day in January, 1912. 
He had come into the north country interested 
in something celled ihe Willow River Rail- 
way, and happening to be in Barkerville got 
talking with old Healh. Quick to realize that 
the old man was knowledgeable about the 
past, his memory unimpaired. Dunphy finally 
persuaded the old man to write down his ex- 
periencee, Dunphy agreeing to pay him $40 for 
hia trouble. 

It seemed a bit strange to the mining man 
when Heath made one proviso! Dunphy would 
have to buy the exercise books and pen and 
ink to do the Job. The reason for this was 
apparent later. 

Equipped with the writing materials and 
$40 old Heath must have got right to work; 
for a week or two later when word reached 
town that he was ill. a caller found that old 
Bob had coHa peed just aa he was penning the 
laat of his memories. 

In fact the pen had fallen from hfc grasp 
as he wrote this of the hazard's of mining: 
"Some of them wouldn't have enough left out 
of their weeks' wages to pay tor their board." 

The phrase strangely enough had applica¬ 
tion right there: for looking round the pin- 
neat cahin not a scrap of food was to be found! 


Fat Profits 

Soon afterwards, the Indomitable female 
made a real clean up, sold the mine, which 
gave her a hefty bank account in either Vic¬ 
toria or San Francisco Unfortunately her ex- 
husband ran ana her trail (he was new 
running around with another woman) so one 
day he got hla lady friend to impersonate his 
wife. The act was so lifelike, aa was the 
duque she forged, that they su c ceeded to 
cleaning out hla wife's account before they' 
disappeared for parts unknown.

Although Fort Simpson was 
built on the mainland, the majority 
of the Indian homes, Inciudiag 
Eagle House, the home of the late 
chief, were erected on Rose Island, 
which could be reached on foot at 
low tide. A bridge waa constnscted 
to Join It to the mainland when the 
tide waa In. and an unusual fea¬ 
ture is that some house* were built 
on the bridge. Mr. Dudoward’s 
souvenir shop was one of them. 


Port Simpson has a fine har¬ 
bor. and it was not unusual to have 
a dozen or more ships taking Shel¬ 
ter from the winter storms during 
the Second World War. The Tsira- 
shlans have been fishermen from 
the time they made their largo 
dugout war canoes from the cedars 
of the coastal forest to today when 
they Mi from s einers and gill- 
Betters. The story is still remem¬ 
bered of how the natives took In 
the woods when the So. Beaver, 
the first steamboat on the Pacific, 
visited the trading post with its 
funnel bek-hing smoko. During 
the first decade of the century, the 
Btemwheel steamers that plied the 
Skeens River span* the winter at 
Port Simpson, and ana of the 
Steamers bore Its name. 


In 1S63 tho port woo visited 
once a week by the emmet t e d cor¬ 
vettes which formed the fleet of 
Union Steamship*. It waa an add 
denture of the service that while 
passengers could travel south to 
Prince Rupert In approximately 
three hoars, depending on Weather 
conditions the return trip took 
two days. This waa due to the fact 


that the ship travelled north to 
Klncolith on the Naas River and 
to Stewart near the Alaska 
border at toe northen end of the 
Port land Canal, before making ita 
colt at Part Simpson. 

The Hutoon's Bay Company 
had discontinued operation*, in 
1911 when the centre of trade 
moved to Prince Rbpert. but re¬ 
turned in 1934 and ,a( the ettd of 
the Second World |War built a 
fully modern store* with a gro¬ 


ceteria. and two new houses one 
for the manager and hia family, 
the other for the 1 staff. The com¬ 
pany’* optimism with regard to 
the ports future was short-kved. 
and while we were there orders 
were received to close the post 
In June. 1954. the familiar red 
emign of the Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany was hauled down and with¬ 
out ceremony, the last fur trading 
post an the Pacific Coast waa 
eftuaed.

Among hiatoriana, the spot where the de¬ 
struction of the Tonquln actually occurred haa 
always been a controversial subject. One 
common belief gives the location some* here 
near Nootka 

1hl« is understandable, for the two Indiana 
who first brought word of the tragedy to the 
Columbia River trading post frequently used 
the word "Nootka," or variations. The one, 
Kaaiacall, who said he was an eye-witneu to 
the attack, claimed to belong to the Wick a- 
nook tribe near Nootka. but here tt is recalled 
that the first syllable “wick” m short for Wick- 
aninnish. the name of the Clayoquot chief. Yet 
another point ia possibly overlooked. Nootka 
la the name of the tribe to which all west 
coast of Vancouver Island Indians belongs. 
Hence, to the people at the trading post on the 
Columbia River, the location of any happening 
■long the coast of what is now known as Van¬ 
couver Island, and where Indians were In¬ 
volved, would be "at or in the vicinity of 
Nootka.” 


Late in 1813, the trading vessel Albatross. -• 
Captain Smith, called in at a village near 
where the Tonquln was believed to have been 
attacked and had seen part of a wreck. The 
Intfiana aaid it was the Tonquin, but no identi¬ 
fication waa obtained. It ia recalled that 
several wrecks oocured In this area about this 
time. 


In this writer's mind, there can be no doubt 
as to where on the west coast this tragedy oc- 
cured. as the Clayoquot band of Indians have, 
by tradition, to this day a lively remembrance 
of the explosion, and can give a graphic de¬ 
scription as handed down through several 
generations. 

To Rev. A. J. Brabant, missionary at Ilea- 
quiat. 1874-1904, an old Indian named Teetska, 
said: 


‘The ship waa blown up blown up many 
yapra ago and many Indiana killed. Was an¬ 
chored at the time just inside of the channel 
leading to Clayoquot (this ia now known as 
Templar Channel) and near a small island 
called by the Indians Eltaape 'now known as 
Leonard Island!.” 

•* Teetska himself saw some of the blankets 
that belonged to the Tonquin's cargo, and 
which were picked up after the explosion as 
they floated about the wreck. Blankets In 
those days were held in great esteem by the 
Indians, were handed down as inheritance 
from parents to children. 

These blankets too were a superior article 
to the ordinary trading blankets and were dis¬ 
tinguished by the Indiana from other blankets 
by the name of Cla-o-kwah-itake. which means 
"belonging to the Clayoquots.” Teetska. a H*t- 
jutat chief, waa born and raised a slave at 
Clayoquot. He dt«d in 1902. 

More or less the same story was narrated 
ts thta writer by Chief Joseph of the Clayo- 
quota and his wife "Queen” Mary. As far as 
■ known *hey were the last of the Clayoquots 
to possess one of the ‘‘cla-o-kwah-itake" blarv 
keta. Chief Joseph died In 1936. "Queen” Mary 
rim years later. Both were in their 90s 

Judge F. W. How ay, a noted authority on 
0»e early history pf British Columbia, to hi® 
writings which can be seen at the Provincial 
Anhhn. was also of the opinion that the 
blow ing up of the Tonquln occurred near a 
■nsU island at the entrance to Clayoquot 
Sound. Captain John T. Walbran. in his book 
"British Columbia Place Names," holds the 
tome view. 

T o delve a little further into history, the 
Noolkas have only been known by that name 
ak*ce the days of Captain Cook, who landed 
•t Friendly Cove on Nootka Island in April, 
1771. It waa Cook himself who coined that 
"•toe, from the word "nutka-sitr which these 
Ptopfc used meaning to go around, or make a

Staunchly He Defended His Principles . . . 

Then Charles Died 
For His Beliefs 


On the morning of Tuesday, 
January 30, 1649, King Charles 
I of England knelt down and 
laid his head on a block placed 
on a platform outside his 
Whitehall pala.ce. The king 
was calm. Round him were 
assembled sundry gentlemen, 
officers, troops, and "three 
tirorthand writers with note¬ 
books and ink-horns.” The 
executioner bent down to make 
sure that the king’s hair was 
not in the way. Then, with one 
mighty stroke, he severed the 
head from the body. So died 
Charles I — and with him the 
doctrine of the divine rights of 
kings. 

It was a climactic event in the 
history of British Parliamentary 
democracy, one of those seminal 
events whose long shadows arc 
oast tar into ttie future. Miss 
Wedgwood, perhaps England's 
leading authority on ,17th century 
hubory. has written a fascinating 
account of the dramatic ten weeks 
which preceded Charles' execu¬ 
tion. Like the artist she la, she 
brings the whole episode to .life, 
underlining its significance for its 
own and subsequent eras. 

As she is careful to point out, 
Charles was not the first English 
monarch to be killed. Ilia grand¬ 
mother. Mary Queen of Soots, had 


also been executed, but not while 
ahe was a reigning queen or by 
her own subjects. Charles, how¬ 
ever. was brought to trial by his 
own people while still occupying 
the throne, and was judged, con¬ 
demned and executed by them. 

The trial of the king was merely 
the outward manifestation of a 
fundamental dash between the 
monarchy and parliament. Charles 
claimed that the pohtkai power 
of the throne was divinely or¬ 
dained, which meant that he 
would be committing a grave sin 
If he abandoned any part of it, 
as Parliament desired. As the 
author puls It, "What Charles had 
received from God. he must hand 
intact to his son.” 

Parliament, led by diver Crom¬ 
well, had assumed that, once the

Civil War ended in the defeat of 
the royalists, the King would ac¬ 
cept a reduced role in return for 
his freedom. Charles refused, thus 
echoing the sentiment, if not the 
words, of S h ak es peare’s Richard 
II when he said: “Not all the 
water in the rough rude sea can 
wadi the balm off from an an¬ 
ointed king." 

And had not France's Louis XIV 
also proclaimed: “L'etat, cost 
mol” (I am the state?) 

Cromwell and Ms managed par¬ 
liament found themselves faced 
by an unflinching King who was 


ready to die for Ms divine rights. 
They proved equally unflinching. 
The many who had wondered who 
would dare to Judge a King, and, 
if condemned, to execute him. 
soon found their answer. 

With Charles' death the primacy 
of Parliament was established 
once and for all. Charles was laid 
in his coffin, and all English mon- 
trchs thereafter would rule sub¬ 
ject to the advice and consent of 
the people through their elected 
representatives. Both sides had 
claimed that God waa with them 
and had quoted appropriate sec¬ 
tions of the Bible; but, as Miss 
Wedgwood ironically remarks: 
“The most real element in the 
struggle the guidance of God— 
was to become the least real lo 
ensuing generations.'*—J.B,

and a loyal servant of his 
adopted country, that Cana¬ 
dians are perhaps entitled to 
some further remarks about 
him and his book. 


Economist and Diplomat 


Soots have distinguished them¬ 
ed vc* over the years in the serv¬ 
ice el "Iordan" kings and govern¬ 
ments. They have borne tnw 
gallantly and loyally in oouatlem 
wan beyond thdr own borders lor 
England, for France, for the (mer¬ 
ging South American republics. 
They have played a vital rale in 
a hundred coionizing enterprises. 
Thdr contribution to Canada, past 
and present, has won them honor 
and acclaim. 

Galbraith is eminent in Ameri¬ 
can affairs, a towering figure in 
the business of the itate. He 
wiekk no claymore, shrills no 
battleery. His is the world of 
diplomacy and economics sod by 
alt aoounts he has sucoeedsd well. 

Front John Barfchsm comes this 
vignette: 

His lanky frame towering over 
the seated diners, former Ambas¬ 
sador John Kenneth Galbraith 
made his way across the restau¬ 
rant of the Carlyle Hotel, the late 
P reside n t Kennedy’s favorite cara¬ 
vanserai In New Yorfc City, Seat¬ 
ing himse l f carefully. Galbraith 
let out a faint dgtt. "I've Just 
inlshed a long television inter¬ 
view." he explained. 

How. we inquired, had it gone* 

“Millions of copies of my book 
were sold to highly reluctant 
people," he replied with’ mock 
moroseneas. "Actually. both of 
the interviewers had read my 
book, which was very unusual.” 

The book In question was Gal¬ 
braith's latest. The krolrli i Hough¬ 
ton MlfOInt, an affectionate, 
amusing, and occasionally ribald 
account of the Scottish community 
in Canada from which he sprang. 
So far he has not heard from "the 
Scotch” them s elves, but he fully 
expects to do so—after they have 
borrowed copies from the local 
lending libraries One of the lew 
persons to receive a copy from 
the author was President Johnson. 
It was inscribed. "From the only 
minority with no needs or re¬ 
quest* “ 

The book was written in India 
during Galbraith’s saev ic e In that 
country as UA Arabs— rtn r. 
"Early in the Job,” observed Gal¬ 
braith. "I learned that no matter 
how busy you wars as ambas¬ 
sador, there were taro or three 
hours moat days when you had 
nothing to do except listen to 


very had sp ear bes by yourself 
or others. La India there was also 
the added hazard that mast of 
the speeches wen in Hindi, a 
language in which I was some¬ 
thing leas than fluent. 

’The beat way to Ml this time, 
I discover*!, was to have a pad 
of paper aa my lap and make 
notes.

So perfectly camouflaged be¬ 
came the amhaaan<kir'« _tach»dque 
that he was able to Indite the en¬ 
tire book without anyone knowing 
anything about It — not even Ms 
Wife After the manuscript hod 
been completed. Galbraith con¬ 
tinued his turrralMoia enterprise 
to the point of having Ms pub¬ 
lishers make uo a special hand- 
bound cony which he p rese n ted 
to his wife. 

How did she read*—“She was 
utterly astounded.” the ambassa¬ 
dor reported with evident relish. 
“She was aho s trifle miffed." 

Galbraith Is both a teacher 
f professor of economical at Har¬ 
vard! and a writer, bat regard* 
himself as p^marflv a writer.
